FEW weeks ago the Broad- 

way Chatter column of this 

magazine confirmed an im- 

pression that many dealers, 

scattered throughout the na- 
tion had gained concerning the de- 
mand for certain issues of Spanish 
stamps. It was stated that the 
feature of the New York busi- 
ness during December was_ the 
brisk trade in the Goya commemo- 
ratives, indicating that Goyaism, 
thrust upon an unsuspecting world of 
collectors in 1930, had not proved a 
passing fancy. On ‘the contrary, Goya- 
ism apparently has become firmly in- 
trenched. 

To discuss Goya, his work and the 
commemorative stamps at this late 
date would seem like mulling over 
twice-told tales were it not for the 
fact that too many myths have been 
broadcast and too little truth has been 
available to the collector who has 
gathered unto his album these unique 
pieces of postal paper. And the myths 
are as nothing when compared with 
the facts. 

In 1930, while the Spanish-Ameri- 
can Exposition at Seville was in prog- 
ress, the Spanish postal authorities 
issued three sets of stamps in con- 
nection with the 100th anniversary of 
the death of the last great painter of 
Spain. Several of the works on 
which his fame rested were repro- 
duced on the stamps. Two of the is- 
sues were regular postage while the 
third was of a semi-postal nature. In 
all, nine face different stamps were 
included. 

Appearance of a stamp, the central 
design of which was a nude woman, 
could have been expected to create 
ahub bub in both philatelic and non- 
Dhilatelic circles. Perhaps that de- 
sign for three of the Goya stamps 
was selected “with malice afore- 
thought” and calculated to move as 
much foreign money into the Spanish 
treasury as possible. The motive may 
have been questionable but the net 
results of such a forceful advertise-

ment of Goyaism have been beneficial 
to thousands of American collectors 
whose interest in one of the greatest 
artists of all time has been aroused. 
Five years ago Goya was a stranger 
to the majority of American postage 
stamp collectors. Today he is an old 
friend to all of them. 

Acquisition of the nude duchess 
stamp naturally led to purchase of 
related subjects and today the collec- 
tor who is without a specimen of each 
of the Goya subjects has truly neg- 
lected his Spain. 























These stamps have embodied two 
principles that are almost certain to 
appeal to collectors. They have color 
and design that leap from the print. 
The colors are not beautiful, the de- 
signs more startling than philately 
had ever known. Goya himself, looks 
like a true reprobate of the court of 
Charles IV; the facial features of the 





Duchess of Alba certainly do not meet 
the American standards of beauty and 
the several sketches are notably hid- 
eous. Yet it was these very charac- 
teristics of the stamps which placed 
them apart as curiosities in the postal 
world 

Goya was born March 30 or 831, 
1746, at Fuentetodos, near Zaragoza 
In Aragon. His father was Jose Goya 
and his mother, Gracia Lucientes, 
both of peasant stock. Inheriting 
names from both parents, Francisco 
Jose de Goya y Lucientes or as we 
would know him in English, “Francis 
Joseph” Goya, had little to look for- 
ward to from early life and had not 
chance liberated him from farm 
drudgery at the age of fourteen the 
world might have lost much in art. 
It so happened that the boy paused 
at the neighborhood mill one day to 
sketch with charcoal upon the invit- 
ing whitewashed wall and was ob- 
served in the act by a priest who was 
more artist than prelate. 

Goya was soon in Madrid and on 
his way to fame. Successful men, it 
seems, are always interesting and for 
the most part interesting men are al- 
ways successful. From the days of 
his youth until he became an octo- 
genarian, Goya was interesting. His 
morals were comparable to a mission 
mixture. He loved children, openly 
violated all the conventions, indulged 
in vice, defied the Inquisition, cruci- 
fied his benefactors, loved his own 
wife and those of others as well, criti- 
cized every evil of the day, painted 
as no other Spaniard had ever painted 
and was possessed of a violent tem- 
per. One side of the man was ad- 
mirable, the other despicable. 

At Madrid, in those early days, he 
was constantly where there was love- 
making, dancing, brawling or stab- 
bing and a knife in his own body 
started him on the road to Rome. 
Such generalities are about all his- 
tory has preserved of Goya’s early life 
and it was not until he returned from 
Italy, to become the designer of Span- 
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ish tapestries, that he became suffi- 
ciently important for points in his 
career to be noted. Back in Spain 
his rise was rapid and today we can 
look back at his work and conclude 
that he lived 100 years before his 
time. 

“A picture is finished”, he once de- 
clared, “when its effect is true”. That 
he followed this principle throughout 
his career cannot be doubted when 
one studies his work. With his brush 
(which he sometimes used when noth- 
ing else was handy) he laid bare the 
passionate and terrible emotions of 
the human soul and yet he was as 
faithful to the psychologic and to the 
anotomic. Study the designs of the 
Spanish semi-postals to get this 
point. These creatures are at once 
hideous distortions and perfection. 

Goya was something of a Cellini, 
a jack of all trades and master of 
each. He was equally adept at por- 
traits, etching, cartoons and tapestry 
models. Scattered throughout Europe 
today are hundreds of examples of 
each, jealousy guarded in public and 
private museums. 

The fact that the artist was the 
father of twenty children did not pre- 
vent him from becoming one of the 
central figures in Spain’s best known 
scandal. His relations with the Duch-

ess of Alba would have been nipped | & 
in the bud had Goya not stood 
so highly in the estimation of the 
royal family. The affair with the 
duchess was but one of many he man- 
aged in court circles but because he 
preserved the duchess on canvas for 
the eyes of future generations, we 
know that story best. 

The artist painted a dozen por- 
traits of the duchess and most collec- 
tors know that the nude figures on 
the postage stamp is one of a pair 
of almost identical paintings, the oth- 
er showing the same woman in the 
same pose but partly clothed. The 
two pictures have been explained in 
a manner calculated to arouse the 
most interest. It has been said that 
the love affair was a secret one and 
that some busybody whispered in the 
ear of the duke that a visit to Goya’s 
studio would be enlightening. The 
story has it that the painter was 
warned of the impending visit and 
remained at work all night in order 
to complete the second picture, show- 
ing the duchess clothed, and satisfy 
the jealous husband that their rela- 
tions were strictly on the up and up. 

That version is not new. Some years 
ago Albert F. Calvert wrote a book 
about Goya and we can do no better 
than to quote a passage concerning 
the yarn: “The story is almost comi- 
cal to any one who has stood in front 
of the two pictures. Nothing but the 
most conventional views upon the sub- 
ject of the nude could make the naked 
study more offensive in the eyes of 
a husband than the one in which the 
young woman, ‘naked in spite of her 
dress’, appears to challenge the con- 
tinence of all the St. Anthonys of 
Christendom. 

“Of these pictures Mr. Charles 
Ricketts writes an illuminating chap- 
ter on ‘The Masterpieces of the 
Prado’. He says ‘Goya’s two pictures 
are still vivacious and fresh. In ‘La 
Maja’ (the nude study) he has painted 
the sensuous waist, the frail arms, the 
dainty head of the duchess thrown 
back upon the pillows, contrasting in 
their gray whiteness with the gleam 
upon her flesh. In the other we note 
the same grace of pose, a more sum- 
mary workmanship, touches of color— 
too many perhaps. The Duchess of 
Alba reclines on her divan in her 
rich bolero and white duck trousers 


of a toreador or Spanish dandy. Wef 


pause, we are astonished and charmed; 
we wonder how such a thing was 
possible. Her beauty and daring live 
on the two canvases.’ ” 

Further, the affair between the 
duchess and the painter reached a 
point where the court could no longer 
ignore it and the duchess was ban- 
ished in 1795 to her estate at San 
Lucar. But the royal family had cut 
off its nose to spite its face. It was 
hoped to break up the scandal and 
thereby force Goya to devote all his 
time to certain work at the palace. 
It was not to be. Goya climbed into 
the duchess’ carriage and they started 
into exile together. On the journey 
a carriage brace rod buckled and the 
painter undertook to straighten it. His

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exertions brought on a chill and re- 
sulted in the deafness which followed 
him through life. Within a short time 
the duchess was recalled to Madrid 
and Goya, of course, returned with 
her. A year later she died. 

The Duke of Alba certainly must 
have known all this. 

The duchess is believed to have 
been the model for the sketch repro- 
duced on the 1, 4 and 10 peseta stamps 
of the semi-postal issue. The original 
is labeled “Volaverunt” and shows a 
woman supported in the air by three 
hideous creatures. The design of the 
5, 10, 20, 40 and 20 centimos Urgent 
values is taken from the sketch “Bon 
Voyage” representing a group of 
witches flying through the darkness. 
Spanish proverbs are illustrated in 
the remaining two designs. A man 
carrying off a woman on a winged 
monster is seen on the 5, 15 and 25 
centimos stamps; men attempting to 
fly are portrayed on the 30, and 50 
centimos and 4 peseta denominations. 
The portrait of Goya himself has been 
adapted from the painting by Vin- 
cente Lopez and now hangs in the 
Prado Museum at Madrid. The origi- 
nal shows the artist seated with a 
pallet in his left hand and a brush 
in the right. Goya was eighty years 
old at the time the study was made. 

So much for the postage stamp de- 
signs. Goya worked like fury and 
often completed a portrait in a day. 
He maintained strict silence during 
the work and a gabby subject was cer- 
tain to arouse the ire of the painter. 
Once the great Duke of Wellington, 
who had vanquished Napoleon at Wat- 
erloo, fled from Goya’s studio with 
the artist close on his heels, bran- 
dishing a sword. Wellington had been 
sitting for his portrait and had in- 
sisted upon conversation. 

Painting a picture with a spoon was 
no trick for Goya. He not only did 
that but he kept ‘his colors in tubs, 
applied them with sponges, rags, bits 
of broom and even his thumb. Yet 
with all his eccentricities, and prob- 
ably because of them, his every study 
is a masterpiece. He painted souls 
and a French critic, viewing the 
Goya composition in which fourteen 
life size figures portray the family 
of Charles IV, exclaimed: “It is a 
grocer’s family who has won the big 
lottery prize”. The critic might have 
made the same comment had he per- 
sonally known Charles IV and his 
royal brood. 

Goya died in Bordeaux, 


France,

Basil, Ohio, sister city to Balti- 
more, Ohio, came out with a hand 
electro in the U-122 type, retiring 
their U-82 rubber handstamp. Their 
U-82 stamp was in fine condition and 
should have lasted a decade longer 
easily, at the rate they used it.

its Bicentennial during the summer 
months. With an issue for the purpose 
for which this issue was supposed to 
have been issued why not enough 
stamps to last the state throughout 
the Bicentennial Celebration. 
Perhaps General James Edward 
Oglethorpe is one of the forgotten men 
about whom Mr. Roosevelt spoke in 
his recent campaign. Leastwise, his- 
torians disagree as to the date of his 
birth and death and also as to his 
age at the time of his death. Vari- 
ous dates of birth are advanced by 
different historians and one can take 
their choice and probably be as near 
right as the other fellow. 

Henry Bruce, author of the Life 
of General Oglethorpe in one of a 
series of books entitled Makers of 
America and published by Dodd Mead 
& Company, gives his birth date as 
June 1st, 1689. Bruce states that his 
age was unknown and that it was gen- 
erally believed that he was a hundred 
years old when he died in 1785. 

An interesting picture of Ogle- 
thorpe at an advanced age is found 
in the book above referred to and we 
have reproduced it herewith. 





The issue of the stamps was origi- 
nally announced for February 13th 
altho the date of Oglethorpe’s landing 
in Georgia was the 12th February. 
The 12th coming on Sunday doubtless 
caused the Department to announce 
the issue on the next working day, 
but evidently Georgians wanted the 
issue put out right and prevailed upon 
the Postoffice Department to open the 
Savannah Postoffice and issue the 
stamps on Sunday, February 12th. A 
very happy solution of the situation 
for which all collectors will feel obli- 
gated to the department. 

Therefore, collectors will under- 
stand that first day covers from 
Savannah are dated February 12th. 
The stamp was issued at the Agency 
in Washington, also at Atlanta, 
Georgia, and at Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity, Georgia, onthe 13th.

chine and which also bear date of 1932 
instead of 1933. On some such cov- 
ers an effort was made with pen and 
ink to correct the 1932 date and on 
others the correct 1933 date was also 
handstamped on the covers. It would 
seem probable ‘that some old post- 
mark stamps that had not been used 
for some time must have been placed 
in use to help clean up the mail and 
that in the hurry, the change in date 
from the time these cancellations were 
last used was probably overlooked. 

We are without information as to 
the quantity of covers put through on 
the first day. 

A cachet by the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce was used on some covers 
and we are thankful that the printed 
covers which we received were not dis- 
figured by this cachet. 

Among the interesting covers are 
a cover with a picture of the Ogle- 
thorpe Monument at Savannah from 
C. Stephen Anderson of West Orange, 
N. J. Dr. Hutnick of West Philadel- 
phia, Pa., sends one with an outline 
map of Georgia and hand colored. 
Covers are at hand also from R. W. 
Ford & Co., Bristol, Conn.; N.S. Noble 
of the Atlanta Constitution, Atlanta; 
Rev. Paul R. Hickok, Newark, N. J.; 
George A. Porter, Savannah, Ga. 

A beautiful and interesting set of 
four post card photos from the 
Savannah Camera Company, Savan- 
nah, Ga., will make a beautiful addi- 
tion to any collection of this stamp. 
One card shows a portrait of Ogle- 
thorpe from a painting made in July, 
1734, another card shows the Ogle- 
thorpe monument in Chippewa Square 
at Savannah, another, a memorial seat 
erected by the Colonial Dames at the 
spot where Oglethorpe landed, anoth- 
er card shows a large stone with a 
marker in honor of Tomo- Chi-Chi, 
friendly Indian and companion of 
Oglethorpe.

Already some reports of fancied 
varieties and defects in the engraving 
and printing of this stamp are at 
hand. It is to be our policy that we 
can not list or comment on these 
varieties without the stamps are sub- 
mitted for examination for we have 
found that too often the fancy variety 
is a printing defect which is not 
worthy of listing or commenting on. 

Perhaps the most peculiar thing 
that we have already noted is the poor 
perforating on a lot of these stamps 
that has come to our attention. We 
find that the stamps look almost 
square in shape. Careful measure- 
ment reveals the fact that these par- 
ticular stamps are exactly 24 mm. 
wide and 25 mm. high. 


Demonetization of Stamps 


In 1861

The interesting HELD FOR POST- 
AGE cover mentioned on p. 259 of 
February 11th issue, calls for mention 
of the following of a similar nature 
published in a periodical in Novem- 
ber, 1861— 

“At the post office at New Haven, 
Conn., one of the postal clerks has 
devised this scheme by forwarding 


with the following notice on the back | 359% 


of the letters: ‘The postage on this 
letter, which would otherwise be de- 
tained for postage is paid from a 
fund provided by a gentlemen who 
knows the inconvenience caused by the 
neglect of postal requirements. That 
others may continue to receive their 
letters in the like manner, you are 
requested to repay this loan by en- 
closing a stamp of the’ new style to 
Post Office Box 300, New Haven... !” 
In this case the short postage was 
due to the demonetization of the 
1851-57 issue of stamps shortly after 
the outbreak of the Civil War. A com- 
plete story of Demonetization in 
1861 by Elliott Perry will appear in 
the first volume of the Cyclopaedia of 
United States Postmarks and Postal 
History, being published under super- 
vision of the Handbook Committee of 
the American Philatelic Society, and 
which should appear some time this 
summer,

Lincoln Ellsworth has _ an- 
nounced his plans to fly with Bernt 
Balchen as pilot, from Ross Sea 
across the polar continent to Wed- 
dell Sea and return, a distance of 
2900 miles. Sir Hubert Wilkins, he 
says, will accompany him as reported 
for the expedition, and his ship, the 
Fanefjord, will sail for New Zealand, 
August 1st, while Ellsworth expects 
to sail on the Monterey from San 
Francisco on August 22nd, and he 
hopes to make this flight the latter 
part of December. Commander Byrd 
has not announced his plans yet, but 
it is not too early to be thinking how 
to get covers for these events.
